Ashland, O.. May 17.- 
Horn and William Henry tiribben were 
hanged here to-day f..r the murder of 
Harry Williams, on Sunday, March 35, 
1883. 

The little town of Ashland was filled 
early to day. Ten tliotnmnd people, who, 
added to the five hundred soldiers doing 
dnty in tho jail yard, mado a big crowd. 
Tho militia arrived yesterday and made 
more racket tiian the Cincinnati mob. Tho 
Ashland people were sick of them. 

There aro six companies of the Eighth 
Regiment, commanded by Colonel Conger, 
of Akron, ex-Chairman of the Kepublicai 
State Committee; Company I!, Second Her 
iinent, Upper Sandusky; Company O. of 
the l''ourteeuth, of liichwood, and Com- 
pany 1», of the Seve»ecnth, of Polk, made 
up the balance. An enclusure was built in 
the jail yard joining the old jail. The gal- 
lows was pla eti against the jail wall. An 
iron fence surrounded the square, and sol- 
diers patrolled inside in a dense line.
